The First Southern Baptist Church won 
the float sweepstakes for its floral design 
of a bible and a gavel depicting “Truth 
and Justice.” Theme float award went to 
float of Washington crossing the 
Delaware, entered by the Moose Lodge. 
The Kiwanis won the bicentennial 
award for its float entry of the U.S. 
emblem and Hie Liberty Bell. Other 
float winners were the Rainbow Girls, 
youth float; McDonalds, commercial 
float; and 4392 Supply Squad, open float. 
Band sweepstakes winner was the 
Royal Cavaliers, sponsored by General 
Telephone. Equestrian sweepstakes win­ 
ner was M itchell Scheurer of Los 
Angeles. 
Temperature readings in the shade at 
the Water Treatment Plant in town were 
98 on Friday, 89 on Saturday and IOO on 
Sunday. 
Beer sales around town were “fan­ 
tastic,” report liquor stores. Ice was a 
rare commodity. 
As far as festival chairman Joe Herron 
is concerned, the 1975 festival “all came 
together well.”

Of course, 
you always have some problems,” he 
said this morning. 
One problem was the new location of 
the food booths, according to many con­ 
cessionaries.

HUD approves 
housing for 
Lompoc area 


The Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has authorized funding for 
400 additional units of subsidized pay­ 
ments housing for Santa Barbara 
County, with IOO of them in the Lompoc 
area. 
Impact of the 1989,460 contract will not 
be felt for between 60 and 90 days, 
however, according to Mike Lynn of the 
Lompoc office of the Santa Barbara 
County Housing Authority. 
Lynn said that until the housing 
authority receives the final contract, it 
cannot begin advertising that the ad­ 
ditional housing units are available, with 
sign-ups starting at that time. 
The 100-unit allocation for Lompoc 
follows a 56-unit grant made to the local 
office last year. 
Under the program, the federal 
government pays a portion of the housing 
costs for low income persons who 
qualify. 
Potential renters will receive cer­ 
tificates which can be used when they* 
find homes. Owners of the homes must 
rent within the fair market value level, 
but will receive full payments through 
the renter and the housing authority.

California 
swelters in 
heat wave

California sweltered today as a heat 
wave went into its second week in the 
*drought-plauged state, but the U.S. 
Weather Service promised relief Tues­ 
day. 
In downtown San Francisco it readied 
80 degrees at 8 a.m. after an unusually 
warm and windless night, the fourth in a 
row in the San Francisco Bay Area, 
which usually can count on cool evening 
winds. 
The high in San Francisco was 94 Sun­ 
day, IO degrees higher than any previous 
June 27. Southern California and valley 
points were considerably warmer, with 
highs over IOO in most places. It was 102 
at Los Angeles, 103 at Sacramento, 105 at 
Fresno, and a scorching 116 at Palm Spr­ 
ings. 
Beaches along the coast were jammed 
with bathers who fled over hot concrete 
roads to get relief in the surf. But 
dangerous riptides in Southern Cali­ 
fornia kept lifeguards busy pulling peo­ 
ple to safety. Two men drowned off a San 
Francisco beach. 
Smog was heavy in Los Angeles, ad­ 
ding to the misery of the city’s record 
heat. The health department issued “se­ 
cond stage” advisories because of the 
ozone level. 
Several brush fires broke out, but most 
were quickly contained by fast-moving 
firefighting teams. However, a fire east 
of Red Bluff got away when strong winds 
came up and was still out of control to­ 
day. 
One of the Los Angeles County fires 
near Ladera Heights destroyed one home 
and damaged three others. Another 
house was burned in a brush fire in the 
Covina Hills. 
The Weather Service said cooling was 
expected near the coast by Tuesday as a 
cold low pressure system in the Pacific 
Northwest reverses the air flow over 
California. 
Highs Tuesday were expected to be in 
the 60s along the coast and mid-80s in­ 
land in Northern California. But the high 
in Los Angeles was predicted to be near 
90 again. 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Palestinian 
guerrillas who hijacked a French air­ 
liner from Athens to Entebbe, Uganda, 
let 258 passengers and crew members 
leave the aircraft today, airline sources 
said in Paris. 
A Foreign Ministry official said “the 
passengers got out of the plane and went 
into the terminal. That is official. But to 
say they are freed is excessive. They 
have not been liberated yet.” 
It was the first indication, however, 
that things were beginning to move, 
more than 12 hours after the Air France 
jet hijacked Sunday had landed at Enteb­ 
be airport in Uganda. 
In Paris, the Palestine Liberation 
Organization condemned the act of air 
piracy, the first such drama for Air 
France and the first for Blast Africa. 
Those aboard the Air France jet 
reportedly included nine Americans and 
at least 86 Israelis as well as a crew of 
12. The guerrillas identified themselves 
as members of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. 
Airline sources said the crew left the 
aircraft after all the passengers had 
been evacuated. 
There was no word on whether the 
hijackers remained in the plane or went 
into the air terminal. 


Air France officials said the pas­ 
sengers and crew were given permission 
by the hijackers to go into the terminal 
to have lunch and rest from the heat. 
The officials said all of them were still 
under the control of the armed hijackers 
and that none of them had been released. 


Earlier Uganda President Idi Amin 
rushed to the scene and took part in 
negotiations with the hijackers along 
with the French Ambassador and other 
officials. 


The guerrillas who hijacked the plane 
Sunday said they did it to “declare war 
on France.” 


In Paris, the Palestine Liberation 
Organization disassociated itself from 
the air piracy, calling it “an attempt to 
tarnish the image of the Palestinian 
resistance.” 


There was no confirmation of this 
report from any other source. 


There was contact with the hijackers 
at Entebbe by French Ambassador 
Pierre Renard, a colonel of the Ugandan 
army and a representative for the PLO. 
President Idi Amin made the 20-mile trip 
from Kampala, visited the scene for a 


short time, then went to a residence he 
maintains in Entebbe. 
Uganda Radio said the hijackers is­ 
sued a statement saying “the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
seized the plane to declare war on 
France, which is an enemy of the Arabs. 


“France is a junior partner to U.S. im­ 
perialism and is an important executor 
of imperialism in the Mediterranean,” 
the statement said.

DORADO, Puerto Rico (UPI) - The 
heads of state of seven major industrial 
powers today began the final round of 
talks on ways to avert another surge of 
global inflation and unemployment 
brought by over ambitious welfare and 
other social programs.

Workers Union today announced the 
signing of six contracts with growers in 
Oxnard and the Imperial and Salinas 
Valleys. 
UFW spokesman Marc Grossman said 
signing of the six brings to 35 the number 
of contracts the UFW now holds with 
growers with 18,000 UFW members 
working. 
Grossman said 25 of the contracts had 
been signed at ranches where the UFW 
had won union representation elections 
under the Agricultural Labor Relations 
Act. 
The six farms signed are J.J. Crossett, 
California Coastal Farms, R.T. Englund, 
H and M Farms, Tanaka Bros, and 
United Celery Growers of Oxnard. 
Grossman said the six contracts signed 
employ a total of Marly 800 workers in 
vegetable and row crops. The three-year 
pacts call for a general wage of $3.10 an 
hour rising to $3.35 an hour in the final 
year with fringe benefits including a 
medical plan, holidays and vacations.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Rein­ 
forced Christian forces moving in for the 
kill said today they were on the verge of 
capturing two encircled Palestinian 
camps that have been under siege for six 
days. They demanded the unconditional 
surrender of the defenders. 
Leftists forces moved 155 millimeter 
field guns into the center of the campus 
of the American University of Beirut and 
began shelling the Christian “capital” of 
Jounieh 12 miles north of Beirut, 
apparently in retaliation for a Christian 
attack on the Beirut International Air­ 
port Sunday. 
University officials were trying to 
negotiate removal of the artillery, fear­ 
ing reprisal shelling from the Christians. 
The Campus has been hit by several 
shells this year, but is still considered 
neutral and therefore a relatively safe 
haven from war that has engulfed the 
rest of the capital over the past 14 
months. 
The intense fighting around the two 
Palestinian camps left more than 160 
dead and 300 wounded in the past 24 
hours and unofficial estimates said more 
than 1,000 persons may have been killed 
in the six-day siege. 
The right-wing Phalangist party an­ 
nounced it has joined otter Christian 
forces in the offensive against the Tai 
Zaatar and Jisr a1 Pasha camps in 
southeastern Beirut. It said its forces 
pushed during the night to the western 
outskirts of Tai Zaatar and said its fall 
was imminent. 
The radio station of rightist President 
Suleiman Fanjieh, whose forces are 
spearheading the attack along with 
former Interior Minister Camille Cha- 
moun’s "Tiger” militiamen, broadcast 
an ultimatum to the Palestinians to 
“surrender immediately and uncon­ 
ditionally .” 
There was no immediate comment 
from the Palestinians who as late as Sun­ 
day night were denying rightist claims of 
gains around the camps.

Green was booked in Lompoc Jail un­ 
der $2,500 bail. He was charged with as­ 
sault on an officer, but not with the theft 
of the firearm. 
Three persons were given m is­ 
demeanor citations for marijuana pos­ 
session; several persons repotted losing 
their wallets; and an estimated IOO mis­ 
placed children were safely returned to 
their families, Reshoft said. 
Despite these incidents, Reshoft said 
he was pleased with the Ryon Park por­ 
tion of the annual flower festival, “Con­ 
sidering the heat, in the 100-degree 
range, and the number of people, 20,000 
to 25,000.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court ruled today that non-lawyers may 
serve as judges in small,' rural court­ 
rooms if the state provides the chance to 
appeal the decision before a lawyer- 
judge. 
The justices, in a 6-2 decision, upheld 
Kentucky’s system of using non-lawyers 
to try misdemeanor cases in small cities 
and towns. More than 30 states use non­ 
lawyers as judges or magistrates at the 
lowest rung of their criminal court 
systems.

in Lynch, Ky. The judge, C B. Russell, 
had spent most of his life as a coal miner 
and had no experience or training in the 
law. 
Asked at North’s trial if he was 
familiar with Supreme Court opinions, 
Russell replied, “I’m familiar with some 
of them, but I don’t agree with all of 
them,” and said he wasn’t sure what 
protections were accorded by the 14th 
Amendment. 
North claimed the trial before a non- 
lawyer violated his rights to due process 
of law since he could face a jail term and

knowledgeable of the appropriate laws 
and court procedures. 
He also claimed his right to equal 
protection of the law was violated 
because residents of larger cities face 
only judges who are lawyers, no matter 
what crime is charged. 
The Kentucky Court of Appeals upheld 
the state’s system of appointing non­ 
lawyers, and the Supreme Court af­ 
firmed. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger said 
that at least so long as a state provides 
for a completely new trial before a 
lawyer-judge on appeal, due process 
rights are not violated by using non­ 
lawyers in police courts. 
He said the system helped ease the 
burden on state court systems and often 
provided a convenience to rural dwellers 
who might prefer to avoid a long trip 
simply to be tried before a lawyer in 
minor misdemeanor cases. 
In addition, Burger said, the state had 
rational reasons for distinguishing 
between large cities, with heavy trial 
loads which lawyer-judges might handle 
more efficiently, and rural areas, where 
caseloads are light and litigation less 
complex.

County officials await 
word on fire changeover

County authorities feel that it 
may take about two weeks for 
State officials to make a formal 
reply as to the recent resolution 
of the Board of Supervisors 
requesting the State Division of 
Forestry to take over county 
fire protection duties this year. 
And as if anticipating what 
county government observers 
already feel to be a fact — that 
the State Resources Agency 
will reject the proposal — 
county officials are now known 
to be looking at other prospects 
of a modified state operation 
when the state’s expected 
negative reply comes in. 
In short, county officials give 
every appearance of wanting to 
explore every avenue they can 
before they find they must sign 
a new salary and fringe benefits 
agreement with the AFL-CIO 
County Firefighters Union, the 
only major county employe 
organization which hasn’t yet 
come to terms with the county 
for 1978-77 fiscal year. 
“A hiatus has set in” marking 
negotiations between the 
firemen and county represen­ 
tatives, said Assistant County 
Administrative Officer David 
Smith. He said he could say no 
more than the county is 
prepared to talk further with 
the union. 
County Employe Relations 
Officer William Gill says much 
the same thing as the county 
awaits the state’s answer. 
Meanwhile, 
Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson 
has filed a report with the board 
regarding possible consolida­ 
tion of county fire services. 
Johnson said the conclusion is 
that county, city and district 
consolidation of fire service is 
“not a more economical means 
to provide fire protection,” 
Johnson said he wished, 
however, to have the report on 
file for discussion purposes 
“should it prove impossible to 
reach agreement with the 
State.” 
The standstill between the 
county and the firemen’s union 
is an uneasy one, with the 
Board of Supervisors forced to

Top priority projects selected 
by the State Department of 
Paries and Recreation for the 
Santa Barbara County Bicycle- 
Hiking Trail system total 
$447,600, county supervisors 
have just been informed. 
Local top priorities include: 
— Turnpike Rd. to Modoc 
Rd., in east Goleta Valley area, 
$150,000. 
— Maria Ygnacio Creek to 
Tucker’s Grove (Ribera Dr.) in 
east Goleta Valley, $150,000. 
— Tucker’s Grove (west of 
Santa Barbara) to Los Padres 
National Forest boundary. 
In addition, the state depart­ 
ment gave top priority to a 
$93,600 project to connect 
bikeways within Gaviota State 
Beach Park. 
State parks authorities in­ 
formed the county that while 
State Sen. Omer Rains’ bill (SB 
301) appropriated $940,000 for 
trail projects in both Santa Bar­ 
bara and Ventura counties, this 
sum has been found not suf­ 
ficient to cover the cost of all 
the trails listed in the bill. 
Three projects were listed as 
having highest priority in Ven­ 
tura County and estimated total 
cost was $440,000. The remain­ 
ing sum was listed as a balance 
being kept for estimate adjust­ 
ments. 
State Parks and Recreation 
Director Herbert Rhodes said 
his office has evaluated poten­ 
tial candidate projects in both 
counties to determine basis for 
allocation of the money. 
He felt the projects selected 
meet needs of local agencies, 
trail users and the state’s 
objectives for pilot projects “to 
demonstrate the potential of 
well-conceived and well-located 
trail facilities.” 
Rhodes pointed out the 
projects selected by the depart­ 
ment as top priority ones at the 
same time provide a linking up 
to recently funded projects 
within nearby state park units.

He said authorities at the 
other three facilities have given 
permission for production, and 
that scripts and specific scenes 
in the series have been passed 
on and approved by Federal, 
state and local correctional of­ 
ficials. 
Skidmore described his ven­ 
ture as that of a “local small 
businessman with a project of 
value to the county.” He felt 
that the films would be 
“ enhanced” by portraying 
scnenes at the county’s modern 
detention facility. Object of the 
film series, he showed, was to 
“discuss purposes of humane 
treatment of inmates and new 
thinking in corrections.” 
Film titles are “Security,” 
“Supervision and Discipline” 
and “Emotional Disturbance in 
a Correctional Facility.” 
Film shooting at the county 
jail would be June 30 and July I 
if the supervisors approved the 
fee wavier. 
Skidmore informed the board 
the films are to be distributed 
by Aims Instructional Media 
Services. He felt total retail 
value of the films would be 
about $900. 
He declared he had worked 
with Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
previously in the production of 
law enforcement training films 
under a state grant. 
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Mercenaries get 
death sentence 


LUANDA, Angola (U PI) - A 
revolutionary peoples court to­ 
day sentenced four mer­ 
cenaries, including one Ameri­ 
can, to death by firing squad 
and handed down long prison 
terms against nine others. 
The defendants — three 
Americans and IO Britons — 
stared in shocked silence as the 
presiding judge told them their 
fate. 
The judge sentenced Daniel 
Gearhart. 34, of Kensington, 
Md., to death because he ran an 
advertisement offering him­ 
self as a soldier of fortune and 
contacted an international 
mercenary group based in 
South Africa. Also condemned 
to be shot were “ Col. Tony 
Callan” and Andrew Mackenzie 
because they participated in the 
massacre of 14 of their fellow 
British mercenaries. A third 
Briton, John Barker, was given 
death because he commanded 
other mercenaries. 
Gearhart, who left a sickly 
wife and four young children 
behind, was captured within 
four days of his arrival in 
Angola and never fired a shot. 


In handing down the senten­ 
ces, Judge Ernesto da Silva 
stressed that they would be 
forwarded to President Augusto 
Neto for confirmation and that 
he had a right to commute 
them. 
The other nine mercenaries 
received terms ranging from 16 
to 30 years imprisonment. 


The two youngest men 
charged — Gary Acker, 21, of 
Sacramento, Calif., and John 
Nammock, 20, of London — 
received the lightest sentence 
along with 27-year-old male 
nurse Malcolm McIntyre. 


Argentina-American Gustav- 
o Grillo of Jersey City, N.J., 
Michael Wiseman of London 
and John Lawlor of Hampshire, 
England, received 30 years 
each. The remaining three 
Britons received 24 years each. 


In sentencing the 13 mer­ 
cenaries, the judge accused the 
U nited Sta te s and the 
British government of being as 
guilty as the haunted looking 
men standing before him in tan 
prison jump suits.

Some members will appear in 
the chambers after dark wear­ 
ing tuxedos, ready to dash to a 
party after the last roll call. 
It’s a tradition — although an 
unwanted one — which keeps 
federal agencies from the 
technical oblivion that comes at 


the end of the fiscal year if 
Congress has failed to pass ap­ 
propriation measures. 
Although the government’s 
fiscal year has been changed to 
begin Oct. I this year, Congress 
required itself to pass the ap­ 
propriator by July I. 
The Senate isn’t holding hear­ 
ings on other legislation, under 
orders from Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield, who hopes his 
last year in the Senate won’t be 
marked by the confusion that 
normally attends the budget 
process. 
House committees plan hear­

But some ruffled feathers 
between the Brown and Carter 
delegations occurred when 
Brown forces flexed their mus­ 
cle and elected 14 Brown sup­ 
porters and wily one Carter 
backer to the Democratic 
National Committee. 
Carter backers felt the ap­ 
parent Democratic presiden­ 
tial nominee should have 
received at least four commit­ 
tee memberships based on the 
proportion of votes he received 
in the California primary. 
Carter’s western states coor­ 
dinator. Ben Goddard, told 
reporters that such a power 
play by Brown "might offend a 
lot of Democrats in California 
who think Jimmy Carter is go­ 
ing to be the next president and 
should have some of his people 
on the national committee."

end today 


OTTAWA (U PI) — For the 
first time in nine days, Cana­ 
dian pilots, air traffic con­ 
trollers and the government are 
optimistic that the French 
language dispute which has 
grounded air service in Canada 
may be settled — possibly to­ 
day. 
Canadian Transport Minister 
Otto Lang, in a televised inter­ 
view Sunday, said *1 think we 
have gone as far as we can go in 
this matter...I think it’s going 
to wind up (today) one way or 
the other.” 
Lang spoke after a weekend 
of negotiations with the Canadi­ 
an Air Line Pilots Association 
(CALPA) and Canadian Air 
Traffic Control Association 
(CATCA), the two groups op­ 
posed to the government’s ef­ 
forts to expand bilingual air- 
ground communcations at 
major airports. 
He said a morning meeting 
with CATCA and CALPA was 
scheduled “ and hopefully it will 
be the last one.” 
The 2,200 air traffic controll­ 
ers and 2,800 Canadian pilots 
have engaged in a series of 
work stoppages that virtually 
shut down air service in Canada 
since June 20. After the pilot’s 
union declared Canadian air­ 
space unsafe, foreign carriers 
also began abandoning their 
Canadian routes, sending 
flights instead to nearby 
American airports to meet bus 
connections across the border. 


But fo llo w in g L a n g ’s 
televised comments Sunday, 
CALPA president Ken Maley 
said the transport minister’s 
optimism, “ was an indication 
of how the talks were going." 


CATCA president Jim Living­ 
ston, meanwhile, said the talks 
had “ shown signs of progress 
and we’ll meet again" today at 
9 a.m.

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LOS AN GELES (U P I) - 
Broiling weekend temperatures 
soaring past IOO degrees drove 
millions to the Southern Cali­ 
fornia beaches to seek relief in 
the cool 3urf or lie towel-to- 
towel on the sizzling sands. 
Major traffic tieups were 
reported on Pacific Coast 
Highway from Malibu to Venice 
Saturday and Sunday as sun- 
worshippers jammed beach 
parking lots. But dangerous rip­ 
tides kept lifeguards busy pull­ 
ing hundreds of swimmers from 
churning surf caused by 
hurricane activity along the 
Baja California coast. 
Fog and low clouds kept the 
beaches cool during the early 
morning hours but the overcast 
moved offshore by noon allow­ 
ing the searing sunshine to 
penetrate coastal areas. Highs 
were in the low 80s. 
A record temperature of 102 
degrees was logged Sunday at 
the Los Angeles Civic Center, 
surpassing the previous IOO 
degree high recorded in 1883. 
Accompanying the hot, dry 
weather was eye stinging smog. 
First and second stage health 
advisories were issued Sunday 
afternoon by the Air Pollution 
Control District when ozone 
levels reached 
.37-parts-per- 
m ii Ii on in the San Fernando and 
San Gabriel valleys. 
Forecasters said the hot 
weather would continue for a 
time because of a deeply 


entrenched high-pressure sys­ 
tem over the Plateau states. 
Fair skies and hot mercury 
readings in the 90s were ex­ 
pected today downtown. 
Hundreds of dead fish were 
scooped up from the lagoon at 
McArthur Park downtown. 
O ffic ia ls said the heat 
prevented proper aeration of 
the shallow lake. 


Firemen kept busy with 
dozens of small brush fires 
which cropped up all over the 
county but were extinguished 
before they pushed out of con­ 
trol. 


About 300 acres of grass and 
brush were blackened Sunday 
afternoon in the Cota de Caza 
area east of Trabuco Canyon. 


Two-hundred Orange County 
firefighters put out the blaze 
three hours later. 
One of the largest blazes 
reported in Los Angeles County 
was a 15-acre flareup in Frank 
G. Bonelli Regional Park near 
Pomona. One hundred firemen 
brought the fire under control 
in two hours. 
One home burned and roof­ 
tops on three others were 
damaged when brush in the 
Ladera Heights area caught 
fire. Thirty firemen rushed to 
the scene and the flames were 
extinguished in 45 minutes. No 
injuries were reported. 
A vacant house was de­ 
stroyed and another damaged 
in a 20-acre brush fire in the 
Covina hills.

Sultry weather sent Chica­ 
goans down by the water in 
droves Sunday, then touched off 
storms that sent the water 
down on Chicagoans Sunday 
night. 
Thousands of swimmers 
thronged beaches in New York, 
Chicago and Southern Califor­ 
nia, all steaming in heat waves. 
But the heat wave ended 
dramatically in the Chicago 
area Sunday night as storms hit 
the area with high winds and 
heavy rains. 
Winds toppled a crowded car­ 


nival tent in suburban Des 
Plaines, 111. Eleven persons 
were injured, none seriously. 
Several funnel clouds were 
reported in Chicago’s suburbs 
but none touched down. 
Rains slowed traffic in much 
of the area and winds toppled 
some trees. Scattered power 
outages were reported. 
Farm ers and townsfolk 
joined in a spirited cleanup in 
the German community of 
Minden, Iowa, Sunday. A tor­ 
nado Saturday night marked the 
worst disaster in the history of 
the 101-year-old community.

President Ford is moving 
closer to Ute magic number of 
1,130 delegates needed for the 
Republican nomination — but 
Ronald Reagan is moving 
closer to Ford. 
According to U PI’s tabula­ 
tion, Ford’s 17-1 victory in Min­ 
nesota Saturday brought him to 
within 76 votes of the number 
he needs to win. But Sunday, 
Reagan’s sweep of 45 delegates 
in Idaho, Montana and New 
Mexico moved him to within 70 
votes of Ford. 
Reagan is accusing Ford of 
“ playing with fire” that could 
destroy the Republican party, 
while Ford supporter Rep. John 
Anderson, R-M., a member of 
the GOP platform committee, 
said Republican candidates 
would have a tough time if 
Reagan became the party’s 
standard-bearer. 
In the Democratic race, with 
only five Puerto Rican dele­ 
gates still to be chosen, the U PI 
tabulation shows Jimmy Carter 
with at least 1,714 — well over 
the 1,505 needed for the nomina­ 
tion at the convention next 
month in New York. 
The person-by-person count 
in the R epublican race 
shows 103 uncommitted and % 
still to be chosen, including en­ 
tire delegations 
in 
Connec­ 
ticut, North Dakota and Utah 
and a partial delegation in 
Colorado. 
The U PI tabulation includes 
the following delegates “ lea­ 
ning” to one or the other can­ 
didate: three in Guam for Ford, 
17 in Hawaii for Ford, five for 
Ford and one for Reagan in 
Illinois, two each in Minnesota, 
four for Ford in South Carolina, 
one for Ford in Vermont, one 
for Ford and four for Reagan in 
Virginia, four for Ford in the 
Virgin Islands, one for Ford and 
14 for Reagan in Wyoming. 
The rest are committed. 
As the contests of the 
weekend ended. Reagan said in 
a U PI interview aboard his 
plane returning to California 
that his own “ spirit of unity” 
has not reached the breaking 
point, but added that if 
“ divisive” tactics by the Ford 
campaign worsen, the backing 
of Reagan supporters may not 
be forthcoming if the President 
wins the nomination. 
He said he sometimes thinks 
Ford is more interested in be­ 
ing nominated than in winning 
the election. 
Anderson said in a radio in­ 
terview a Reagan nomination 
“ would have a very adverse im­ 
pact on our ability to gain seats 
in the House.” 
Anderson said the President 
“ started with a disadvantage" 


since he “ didn’t have the built­ 
in political network that any in­ 
cumbent president usually 
has.” 
He said Ford “ really had to 
start almost from ground zero 
like any challenger, so you had 
a much more even contest from 
the very beginning, between a 
nonelected president and a very 
popular former governor of 
California." 
No matter who wins the 
nomination, the victor will face 
an uphill fight against Carter, 
who has between 53 and 58 per 
cent of the vote, according to 
all the polls in recent weeks. 
A Gallup Poll published Sun­ 
day showed Carter beating both 
Ford and Reagan by 2-1 
margins in the South, where 13 
states provide one-third of the 
electoral votes needed to win 
the presidency. 
Reagan raps 
'divisive' 
tactics 
LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Ac­ 
cusing President Ford of “ play­ 
ing with fire” that could 
destroy the Republican Party, 
challenger Ronald Reagan says 
he thinks Ford would rather win 
the GOP nomination than the 
November election. 
The California conservative 
said his own “ spirit of unity” 
has not reached the breaking 
point but indicated the danger 
exists that if “ divisive" tactics 
by the Ford campaign worsen, 
the backing of Reagan support­ 
ers may not be forthcoming if 
the President wins the nomina­ 
tion at Kansas City. 
In an interview aboard his 
chartered jet during a weekend 
of campaigning, Reagan said 
Ford’s supporters had been 
reduced to “ acts of despera­ 
tion." But he said the outcome 
would be determined at the 
national convention in August 
by “ a small group of uncom­ 
mitted delegates. ”

Veterinary School at the 
University of Hanover. 
The foal at Etcetera Farm is 
the first to be bom in California 
by this means and one of the 
very few in the United States. 
Several other foals by a 
German Trakehner stallion 
have been bom in Minnesota 
over the past three years. All of 
these foals were the product of 
a shipment made in 1972, Sue 
noted 


In Germany, she added, it is 
said that mares have been suc­ 
cessfully impregnated with 
semen collected IO years ago. 
One more foal is expected in 
1976 by Morgenglanz. The can­ 
nister was shipped last year to 
Norman, Okla., for the use of 
Judge Leo Whinery, president 
of the American Trakehner As­ 
sn. 
Morgenglanz, according to 
Sue, is a well known Trakehner 
sire in Germany. He was cham­ 
pion of his year at the stallion 
selections and went on to 
become a successful show 
jumper and combined training 
torse. 
He represented Germany on 
the European Junior Cham­ 
pionship Three Day Event 
team. 
Sue said Trakehners have 
long been one of the premier 
German warm-blooded breeds.

Disaster 
drill goes 
smoothly 


By KING MERRILL 
The scenario said “ an 
earthquke of low intensity hit 
the Santa Ynez Valley, causing 
little property damage but dis­ 
rupting gas and electrical ser­ 
vices to the hospital and the im­ 
mediate area. Some people 
have suffered from injuries 
from falling objects, small fires 
and similar occurrences.” 
When the “quake” struck the 
combined staffs of the Santa 
Ynez Valley Hospital and 
Solvang Lutheran Home were 
ready for the emergency. 
It was a disaster drill, staged 
cooperatively between the 
hospital and the Lutheran 
Home. Except for a couple of 
real life incidents it went like 
clockwork. 
A cutoff of power sources at 
precisely 1:15 caused a com­ 
plete shutdown of electrical 
facilities at the hospital. Lights 
went out and the air condition­ 
ing, sorely needed with the 
temperature above the 100- 
degree mark outdoors, stopped 
functioning. 
General plan called for the 
simulation of the taking of 
casualty roles by a group of 
senior citizens who had just 
finished their noon lunch in the 
hospital dining room as part of 
the daily nutrition program 
arranged by the Solvang Senior 
Center of the Community Ac­ 
tion program. 
The "victims” were tagged 
and according to the script 
were to be taken to the 
emergency room across the 
hall. But, the emergency room 
was occupied briefly with a 
patient who had just been 
brought in. This caused a delay 
of a few minutes in the start of 
the operation. 
Arriving a trifle late on the 
scene was the physician in 
charge, Dr. William B. Van 
Valin. He had gone to lunch but 
was late returning to the 
hospital because his car would 
not start due to the intense heat 
in the valley. 
From then on the drill was 
executed in precision fashion. 
Hospital administrator Betty 
Jamieson, R.N., manned the 
command post in her office and 
with the aid of the hospital 
safety committee and hospital 
personnel directed the opera­ 
tion under a “Code 3” alarm. 
The plan included, too, the 
removal of less critical patients 
at the hospital — in this case 
the senior citizens — to the 
Lutheran Home in order to 
make room in the hospital for 
the earthquake victims. 
All of the “casualties” were 
tagged with their discriptions of 
their various types of injuries 
which ranged from first and se­ 
cond degree bums, fractures, 
lacerations, heat and smoke in­ 
halation, chest pains, glass 
fragments in both eyes, shock, 
cerebral concussion, chest in­ 
jures. to DOA’s due to heart at­ 
tacks and head injuries. 
Taking part in the exercise 
and maintaining traffic control 
were CHP Officer Bob Rowley 
and Bud Porter of the hospital 
staff. 
Members of the hospital 
safety committee who worked 
in cooperation with Jerry Mc­ 
Connell, m anager of the 
Solvang Lutheran Home, in 
carrying out the drill are Bob 
Kincaid, Tom Acusta, Gus Wab- 
bel. Jean Stephenson, Sally 
Rieger, and Karen Foster, 
R.M 
Following the drill, personnel 
of the hospital joined for a 
critique, at which time sugges­ 
tions were made for improving 
drills in the future.

OAKLAND (U P I) - Charles O. 
Finley’s decision to give in to his players

Jackson, traded by Finley by Oakland to Baltimore, confirmed over the weekend 
that “ Finley said he would think about it and contect us if he wanted to do it.” 
Jackson said that if the offer were ever confirmed, he and Walker could “ raise 
money outside the game” and no other players would be involved. 


and ordered the A’s to use the players 
“ in a normal way” or “ face grave 
penalties.” 
Finley refused to play the unsigned 
trio and it lead to the remaining 22 A’s 
players voting 20-0 with two abstentions 
to strike Sunday if the owner failed to 
reinstate them to active duty. Since the 
original sale, none of the three had 
played an inning of baseball. 
In surrendering, Finley said, “ Since 
all members of the American League 
have agreed not to protest any of the 
games in which these players will ap­ 
pear, I have decided to acquiesce to 
Com m issioner Kuhn’s d ire ctive 
regarding the playing of the three 
players already sold by the A’s. 
“ At the same time, however, I strong­ 
ly dispute and protest his decision that 
his actions are in the best interest of 
baseball. If having Fingers, Rudi and 
Blue play against the two teams that now 
own them is in the best interest of 


baseball — so be it. 
“ I find this a perversion of logic and 
contrary to all precedent in the history of 
baseball.” 
Finley said he kept the three players 
out of action because he might have 
opened himself to lawsuits if Ute deals 
were later declared legal and if any of 
the players were injured. 
Some 4,800 paying customers and an 
additional 10,000 Boy Scout guests of the 
A’s were kept in suspense as to whether 
the game against the Twins would be 
played. Adding to the tension was the 
locking of the Oakland clubhouse doors 
90 minutes before game time. 
Then, shortly before 1:30 PDT — five 
minutes before the scheduled start — a 
loud roar went up inside the clubhouse 
and moments later, Finley’s statement 
was issued to the anxiously awaiting 
news media. 
“ When I was named to the starting 
lineup before the game, the players 


cheered,” Rudi said later, half jokingly. 
“ It was thrilling, but I don’t know if they 
were happy because I was in the lineup 
or because we were going to play the 
game.” 
Rudi went hitless in the game, but 
Fingers, who pitched 3 1-3 innings of 
shutout relief, recorded his ninth save as 
the A’s won, 5-3. 
“ I ’m tired, but I feel wonderful, 
wonderful,” Rudi added. “ I ’m so tired of 
all the things that have been written the 
past three weeks. Enough’s enough.” 


“ Sure it (the reinstatement) gave us a 
life,” said Sal Bando, who hit two 
homers. “ Didn’t it look that way? This 
was the saddest clubhouse I ’ve seen 
before the game. Half of us took off our 
uniforms. Then when Chuck walked into 
the clubhouse and read the lineup, I’m 
telling you, it was mass hysteria.

Weak earthquake 
hits Los Angeles 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
weak earthquake shook the 
central Los Angeles area Sun­ 
day afternoon but apparently 
did no damage. 
The tremor, registering 2.5 on 
the open ended Richter scale, 
occurred at 3:15 p.m., and its 
epicenter was about four miles 
northeast of Culver City and 
four miles southeast of Beverly 
Hills, the Caltech seismology 
laboratory in Pasadena repor­ 
ted. 
Police in central Los Angeles 
and Beverly Hills said they 
received dozens of calls but no 
reports of damage. It felt like 
“a short jolt,” one officer said. 
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leading role in crushing the left­ 
wing military uprising on that 
date.

Only 75 per cent of Portugal’s

turned out. Election officials 
attributed the relatively low 
showing to hot weather and the 
general feeling Eanes was cer­ 
tain to win. 


750 battle fire 
in national parks 


RED BLUFF, Calif. (UPI) - 
Some 750 men today were 
ordered to ring a brush and 
timber fire whipped by 35 mile 
per hour winds over 4,500 acres 
near two national parks in 
Northern California. 
A state Division of Forestry 
spokesman said containment of 
the flames had been expected 
by this evening but increased 
winds would likely prolong the 
battle. 
The fire broke out Sunday 27 
miles west of Red Bluff and 
quickly moved toward the 
tinder-dry Yolla Bolly wilder­ 
ness area, part of Mendocino 
and Trinity National Parks. 
“There’s no roads in that 
area, and we’re going to be in 
big trouble if it reaches the 
parks,” the spokesman said. 
More than 300 men and 40 
pieces of equipment were on 
the lines Sunday and several 
hundred more firefighters 
were summoned from Southern 
California and adjacent areas 
through the night. Nine air 
tankers dropped fire retardant 
on the blaze before nightfall and 
planes with infra-red scanners 
tracked the blaze in the pre­ 
dawn hours. 
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Viking I seeks new landing site 


PASADENA, CaUf. (UPI) - 
Scientists searched the surface 
of Mars today for an alternate 
landing site for Viking l ’s life- 
hunting lander, canceling the 
July 4 Bicentennial touchdown 
because “Mars would not 
cooperate.” 
The original landing site “ap­ 
pears to have too many un­ 
knowns and could be hazar­ 
dous,” said project manager 
James Martin. 
The July 4 landing, scrubbed 
after years of effort to keep the 
date, was to have been part of 


the nation’s 200th birthday 
celebration. 
“I am disappointed, as are 
many people,” Martin said. 
“But we’ve always had in the 
back of our minds that Mars 
would not cooperate. 
“I would say it has not.” 
The landing will be late by at 
least four days and possibly by 
weeks, depending on the site 
chosen. 
Scientists considered a spot 
dubbed “the Northwest Ter­ 
ritory,” hoping it would provide 


safer ground than the original 
site, “A-l,” with both in the 
first general area chosen, the 
plain of Chryse. 
Three other locations on the 
list included one all the way 
around the planet. 
The Viking team at Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory decided 
it would be too risky to send 
down the lander in the A-l area, 
laced by canyons and the dry 
beds of long-vanished Martian 
rivers.

Lawmakers try again 
to approve budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislators last week thought 
they were going home for a 
month, but today they take 
another fling with the $12.86 
billion state budget and the 
sticky issue of school finance. 
The spending plan requested 
by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
must be considered a second 
time by the Assembly, which 
rejected the package once. 
Both houses face bills for school 
aid — an issue that merged in 
a less-than-instant replay of the 
waning days of the 1975 session. 
Assembly Republicans and 
Democrats blamed each other 
when a roll call late Friday on a 
$250 million school bill came up 
two votes short of the two- 
thirds majority needed. 
Joining all 25 Republicans in 
withholding their votes were 
maverick Democrats Tom 
Bane, of Van Nuys, and Ken 
Meade, of Berkeley. 
Meanwhile, the Senate passed 


a $262 million school measure, 
so the differences between the 
bills must be ironed out. 
Assembly Democrats want 
their bill because a larger share 
of the money would go directly 
to specific programs, such as 
for the deaf or disadvantaged. 
But Republicans, joined by 
much of the education com­ 
munity, favor the Senate ver­ 
sion, which would turn the 
money over to schools with 
fewer strings attached. 
Brown, a key player in the 
game, indicated through his 
finance director that he felt $25 
million was “all the state can 
afford.” 
The tumult overshadowed the 
budget, which was to take ef­ 
fect Thursday at the start of the 
new fiscal year, but it is not un­ 
common for lawmakers to fall 
behind the constitutional 
deadline for completing budget 
action by June 15. 


Phone calls may go to quarter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
chairman of American Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph predicts a 
pay telephone call may rise to a 
quarter nearly everywhere, and 
home telephone bills will con­ 
tinue to rise if high inflation 
continues. 
* 
In an interview with U.S. 
News and World Report, John 
deButts was asked if pay 
phones will jump to a quarter. 
“Possibly,” he replied. He 
noted that in 14 states rates 
have already gone beyond IO 
cents, and in another IO they 
cost up to 20 cents. 


“In a couple of states,” 
deButts said, “we’re asking for 
increases to 25 cents, but I don’t 
know how good the prospects 
are.” 
As for home phones, the 
AT&T chairman said, “We can 
stand an inflation rate of 3 to 4 
per cent in a year and absorb it 
through improved productivity. 
But if we get inflation in the 
range of 6 to 7 per cent or more 
and we can’t compensate for 
that with new technology and 
more efficient operations, then 
we’ll have to ask for rate in­ 
creases.”

AIR FORCE ACADEMY, 
Colo. (UPI) — The Air Force 
Academy today became the 
first U.S. military academy to 
open its doors to women cachets. 
President Ford issued an ex­ 
ecutive order last year allowing 
women to apply to the nation’s 
three military academies. The 
18,000-acre Air Force Academy 
beat rivals West Point and the 
Naval Academy by one week in 
admitting women. 
The incoming class of 1980 
arriving at the Air Force 
Academy 1,600 strong today 
was to include 158 females. 
The first day for the new 
cadets was a time for being 
processed, sworn in and shorn. 
The men were receiving the 
traditional short GI haircut and 
the women an off the collar 
style. 
Requirements for women 
cadets are almost identical to 
those for men in the spit-and- 
polish tradition — with a few 
exceptions for physical 
reasons. Uniforms include both 
skirts and pants in Air Force 
blue. 
The arrival of the women to 
the formerly all-male domain 
required more than a year of 
preparation. The Academy as­ 
signed 18 officer and enlisted 
women to the athletic, military 
training and faculty staffs. 
Lt. Berry Price, a member of 
the commandant of cadets 
special planning staff for 
women, said women cadets 


have many opportunities — but 
she plans to warn them about 
possible problems. 
“The primary problem is 
adjusting to the tremendous 
shock of going from the 
traditional role of a women and 
suddenly being asked to do 
things very few women have 
been asked to do,” she said. 
“A woman cadet will have to 
learn to curb her emotions in a 
way women are not normally 
expected to. She is going to 
have to ask herself if she really 
wants to put up with it when 
society doesn’t expect it of 
her.”

After examining four areas, 
Martin said, scientists may find 
“that all areas of Mars are 
equally rough and that’s the 
kind of situation we will have to 
Uve with.

Terrarium tips 
for planting 


By Polly Cramer 


P o lly ’s P ro b le m 


DEAR POLLY — I would like lo use a one gallon glass 
container that I have aa a terrarium. I do not know how 
to get the plants inside it, without crushing them. I 
thought of planting seeds but cannot find any of the right 
kind. I hope you or a reader can help me. —CINDY. 
DEAR CINDY - First put some pebbles aud bito el 
charcoal ta the bottom of your CLEAN container mad 
then add a rich tail. The sail must be dry what put ta aud 
the easiest way ta ta (tap it Itaeagb a fw d put ta the top 
This may seem slew but it will keep the sides of the glass 
cleaner. With a stick make boles ta the dirt for the 
plants to go ta. They should all be those that like tumidi­ 
ty and wet roots. Wask pleats when removiag them 
from pets. Thin tongs or even eyebrow tweeters might 
be used for putting the plants in place la the boles. Try 
to beld them se as few leaves as possible come off. Use a 
stick ta push dirt around plant roots and tap down sa 
they stay ta pusittau. Keep ta the light but net direct 
sunlight. Perhaps renders who have such enclosed gar­ 
dens will have something ta add. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those people who 
shovel snow off their sidewalks and toss the snow and ice into 
the street so it is more slippery than ever for motorists Why 
not pitch it on to the yard with the rest of the snow? 
I have a few modern looking chrome base tables with glass 
tops and was really concerned about the tops slipping and be­ 
ing broken when someone knocked into one I solved the 
problem inexpensively by using double-stick tape on the tops 
of the posts on which the glass rests There is no more slipping 
and there was not the mess I would have had with glue Easily 
removed if necessary, too.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
first of the Marine Corps’ pugil 
stick courts-martial concludes 
this week, leaving a jury of 
sergeants and officers to decide 
important questions, including: 
Is it more important to keep 
recruits from getting hurt, or to 
hammer home on raw youths 
the lesson that a Marine must 
sometimes fight or die? 
The court-martial of S. Sgt. 
Harold Bronson, 30, is the first 
of four involving three ser­ 
geants and a captain charged in 
the death of Pvt. Lynn Mc­ 
Clure, 20, a Lufkin, Texas 
recruit who died of severe brain 
injuries after being beaten with 
pugil sticks, 13 pound padding- 
tipped poles used in hand-to-and 
combat training. 
His recruitment and death set 
off a Congressional investiga­ 
tion and changed the way the 
Marines enlist and train re­ 
cruits, including abolition of the 
"motivation platoons” for slow 
learners and troublemakers. 
The prosecution and defense 
begin their final arguments to­ 
day, revolving around basic 
questions. 
Was Bronson — described by 
'all the character witnesses and 
his former commanding offic­ 
ers as an excellent drill instruc­ 
tor, dedicated and concerned — 
negligent in failing to halt the 
bouts that ended when McClure 
fell unconscious? 
Was Bronson responsible for 
the death by ordering McClure 
to remain in the ring for 45 
minutes, facing fiVe opponents 
in a row, although McClure 


refused to fight and cried, 
screamed for mercy and tried 
to run away? 
Should Bronson have paid 
more attention to McClure’s 
complaints that he was hurt? 
Or to his own reading of Mc­ 
Clure as a malingering "mom­ 
ma’s boy?” 
Was Bronson the scapegoat 
for a failure far earlier in the 
system — the original recruit­ 
ment of McClure that saddled 
Bronson with an untrainable 
man? According to Congres­ 
sional investigators and police 
and other authorities in his 
home town, McClure was so 
mentally retarded he should 
never have been In the Marines 
to begin with. 
Was McClure partly responsi­ 
ble for his own plight by defying 
Bronson, saying he did not know 
how to fight and would refuse to 
learn? 
Was Bronson violating base 
regulations requiring that an of­ 
ficer supervise such bouts? Was 
he justified in following the 
orders of his captain to carry on 
without an officer? 
Should he have followed the 
base regulations, or the orders 
of superiors who told him other 
rules applied in the "motivation 
platoons?” 
Was he being sadistic in forc­ 
ing McClure to be beaten by 
relays of bigger men until he 
fought back?

S.F. tells plans 
for celebration 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
San Francisco has begun its 
own Bicentennial celebration 
A group of settlers and 
Spanish soldiers arrived from 
Mexico 200 years ago to es­ 
tablish a mission and presidio 
in the name of King Carlos III 
of Spain. 
To mark the event the city 
Sunday began a Twin Bicenten­ 
nial Week, as it is called here, 
with a pontifical mass at Mis­ 
sion Dolores. Festivities will 
culminate July 4 with a huge 
fireworks display off Alcatraz, 
a planned 4,000-ship regatta, 
parades, picnics, gun salutes 
and religious, jazz and ethnic 
concerts. 
The mass at Mission Dolores 
was near the site where Father 
Francisco Palou offered the 
first mass on June 29, 1776. It 
was Father Palou, along with 
Col. Juan Batista de Anza and 
Lt. Jose Moraga, who led the 
trek from Mexico. 
The Presidio and Mission 
Dolores, both within present 
city limits, were founded in 1776 
by de Anza. But because of his 
differences with a California of­ 
ficial, he left the founding of 
San Francisco to Moraga. 
The pueblo of Yerba Buena 


was established on the site in 
1834, and was renamed San 
Francisco on Jan. 3, 1847. Its 
population was 800. 
Next Sunday, July 4, the huge 
regatta will sail past the Golden 
Gate bridge and sweep along 
the waterfront. 
Shortly afterward, U.S., Aus­ 
tralian and Korean warships 
anchored off Fort Mason and 
the Presidio will boom a 21-gun 
salute, fireboats will send up 
geysers and military aircraft 
will fly by. 
As church bells and fire 
sirens sound throughout the 
city the Navy will fire a 20-gun 
salute from Treasure Island, 
the Army will fire a 30-gun 
salute from the Presidio and 
the ships will join with whistles, 
sirens and noisemakers in 
marking the nation’s birthday.

Reverse discrimination 


The possibilities for over­ 
compensation in the war 
against discrimination is an 
obvious one and has snared 
many an organization, both 
business and fraternal, in what 
has becom e known as 
“reverse discrimination.'* 
Reverse discrimination 
takes place when, in the pur­ 
suit of reaching a balance 
between male-female, black- 
white, 
young-old, the 
perceived minority is given 
the nod, thus resulting in dis­ 
crimination against the 
perceived m ajority, and 
though the imbalance tends to 
reduce, the original sin does 
not. 
A federal judge has taken 
the bull by the horns, as it 
were, and has ruled that hiring 
practices aimed at ending sex­ 
ual discrimination against 


female job applicants are un­ 
constitutional because they 
discriminate against men. 
Apparently a Virginia Com­ 
monwealth University affir­ 
mative action plan which 
required that female appli­ 
cants get preference over 
equally qualified males was 
viewed as perpetuating dis­ 
crimination, and was ruled un­ 
constitutional as a result. Ac­ 
cording to the judge, even 
though the plaintiff in the case Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
was invited to apply for a VCU 
position, he was dropped from 
consideration because he was 
a male. 
To our knowledge this may 
be the first instance in which 
reverse discrimination has 
been singled out as a culprit 
and been taken to the bar.

The Colonels' torture 


I wrote in this space last spring about 
the historical confusion that persists 
after grave charges are leveled and 
projected where there is, so to speak, no 
posthumous investigation setting the 
matter straight. I gave as an example 
the charges leveled about the use of tor­ 
ture in Greece under the Colonels. I said 
th at 
“ no 
tru ly 
a u th o rita tiv e e x ­ 
amination has been 
conducted on the ques­ 
tion of whether there 
was in fact extensive, 
systematic torture.” I 
was wrong, and I 
apologize to those I 
misled. 
Here is the official 
record. On August ll, 
1975, 
th irty -o n e 
former officers and 
men of the Greek 
military police were prosecuted for tor­ 
ture. Testimony was taken over a period 
of thirty-two days, after which the court 
convicted sixteen persons, and gave out 
sentences from five months to twenty- 
eight years. 
A month later, a second trial was in­ 
itiated resulting in the conviction of 
twenty-three persons, who received 
sentences up to seven years. 
In December, a third trial resulted in 
the conviction of six officers. 
On the question of whether the torture 
was done systematically (it makes a 
great deal of difference if one cares to 
know whether torture was in fact sanc­ 
tioned by the Colonels themselves), a 
New York attorney reasons as follows: 
“The evidence suggests that, in all, there 
were hundreds of victims of... torture, 
practiced all over Greece over a seven- 
year period, and at a series of places. 
Boyati Military Detention Barracks, 
Asphaleia, the city police security divi­ 
sions, so geographically and ad­ 
ministratively dispersed that the in­ 
ference of authorization at the highest 
levels seems inescapable. 
“ Besides,” the attorney adds, ‘‘The 
whole official training program of the 
military police recruits at the notorious 
KESA Training Center was shown to 
have been specifically designed to train 
expert torturers.” 
Having said as much, it is nevertheless 
worth salvaging a point or two. Certainly 
the evidence exists that the Colonels 
were engaging in torture. It is embarras­ 
sing that this should be so to conscien­ 
tious Inquirers who, in 1968, having done 
their best to investigate the situation, 
concluded that the torture charges 
leveled against the government of 
Colonel Papadopoulos were for the most 
part politically inspired For instance, 
an investigative unit of the Red Cross. 
Again, for instance, a few such ex­ 
perienced journalists as Constantine 
Fitzgibbon of Great Britain. 
True, the brunt of the evidence at the 
trials in Greece was against practices 
after the deposition of Papadopoulos by 
loannides, who emerges not only as the 
political fool he is universally accepted 
as being, but as someone entirely at 
home with sadistic subordinates. 
Papadopoulos swore publicly in the fall 
of 1968 that the torture charges were 
false. Either he was lying, or else he was 
himself deceived. Either way, the 
reports of Amnesty International and of 
the Congress of Europe were, on the 
whole, justified; sad to say. 
Even so, one should pause for a mo­ 
ment before committing oneself to ac­ 
cept charges of torture wherever 
levelled. Concerning the Greek ex­ 
perience: 
I) There were, in fact, a total of SO 
acquittals (over against 76 convictions). 
Now, although it is no truer that because 


someone is convicted he is in fact guilty, 
than that because someone was acquit­ 
ted he is in fact innocent, let us accept 
the Greek figures and agree that justice 
was done. 
2) If we do so, it absolutely establishes 
that torture was widely practiced under 
the Colonels. But it also suggests that 
torture alleged to have been committed 
was not committed. Either that, or that 
individuals who were charged with hav­ 
ing committed torture, in fact did not do 
so. And this means that we must con­ 
tinue to remind ourselves that to allege 
torture continues to be a routine political 
maneuver. 
3) Amnesty International alleges the 
use of torture in a dismayingly large 
number of countries in the world, and the 
awful truth of the matter is that different 
cultural standards tend to establish per­ 
missible limits to torture. That which 
would result in the collapse of a British 
government would not be noticed, for in­ 
stance, in Uganda. It is entirely possible 
that as much torture, quantitatively 
measured, as was committed under 
Papadopoulos was committed under 
some of his predecessor governments. 
4) The safest rule of thumb is: Where 
there is no free press, assume the worst. 
Not necessarily because the worst is true 
— but because that is the ethically 
cautious conclusion to reach. A refine­ 
ment of that position is: Place the 
burden of doubt on the government 
where there is no free press. 
5) Even then, listen for the strains of 
ideological harmony. We live in an age in 
which the majority of the people of the 
world believe that the salient persecu­ 
tions of the day were symbolized by the 
United States’ Miss Angela Davis and 
Francisco Franco against the five 
terrorists.

Secretary Earl Butz has always been the 
kind of public speaker who could make 
the Gettysburg Address sound like a crop 
report. 
But lately, he has been gathering 
steam on the stum p. His flat, 
Midwestern monotone has risen to new 
rhetorical heights on 
behalf of President 
Ford’s campaign. 
Unfortunately, 
B u tz ’ s new-found 
eloquence has dubious 
roots. Career civil ser­ 
vants, who are barred 
by law from political 
activities, have been 
w ritin g 
the 
secretary’s speeches. 
They have also been 
compelled to prepare 
background papers on 
agricultural issues for the Ford cam­ 
paign staff. 
The man who has been orchestrating 
this misuse of the civil service is Butz’s 
deputy undersecretary. Paul Theis, 
whose specialty is political campaigning. 
For more than 16 years, he was director 
of the National Republican Congres­ 
sional Committee, which is devoted to 
electing Republicans to Congress. 
In 1974, President Ford brought Theis 
into the White House. He moved early 
this year to the Agriculture Dept, where 
he has now pressed three reluctant 
career employes into service churning 
out campaign material for Ford, Butz 
and company. 
A GS-14 civil servant, for example, 
wrote Butz’s June 12 keynote address 
before the Michigan state Republican 
convention. It was entitled, ‘‘The 
Republican Revolution.” 
In his droning monotone. Butz read the 
words prepared for him at the taxpayers’ 
expense. 
“ It was in the cold light of a New 
England spring morning,” he began 
dram atically, ‘‘that the American 
Revolution began just over 200 years 
ag o .” That revolution continues, 
declared Butz, “ under the clear light of 
reason within the Republican party. And 
under the leadership of President Gerald 
R Ford.” 
Having thus aligned Ford with the 
founding fathers, Butz moved to the 
climax of his speech. 
“ What I’m going to do,” he intoned, 
“ is tell you flat out: President Ford 
deserves the Republican party nomina­ 
tion because he is the best possible can­ 
didate — and he is a winner.” 
Butz always includes a pro-forma at­ 
tack on the overgrown federal 
bureaucracy in his speeches. But he 


doesn’t mention that he keeps at least 
three bureaucrats busy writing illegal 
political speeches and papers. 
Footnote: Theis acknowledged that a 
career civil servant worked on the June 
12 speech. But Theis insisted that he ad­ 
ded the language calling for Ford’s 
nomination. He feels this is not improper 
since he is a political appointee. He also 
conceded that the Agriculture Dept, has 
prepared background papers for Ford 
but contended that the department has 
prepared similar reports for past presi­ 
dents. 
WIRETAP FLAP: What started in 
bipartisan harmony at the White House 
three months ago is now ending in 
acrimony on Capitol Hill. 
Confidential White House minutes 
show that both D em ocratic and 
Republican leaders supported President 
Ford’s wiretap legislation last March. 
The President’s bill would set up a 
seven-judge panel to approve wiretaps. 
Rep. Robert Kastenmeir, D-Wis., has 
now charged that the panel will be 
meaningless if the judges simply are go­ 


ing to rubber-stamp Justice Dept, 
requests. 
He wants the judges to have the power 
to investigate the evidence to determine 
whether it justifies wiretapping. He also 
wants to make it more difficult for the 
Justice Dept, to tap the telephones of a 
U.S. citizen than those of a foreign 
national. 
The Democratic majority in Congress 
will probably add these provisions to the 
President’s bill by the time it reaches his 
desk. The Democratic tinkering has up­ 
set some Republican leaders who 
thought they had a concensus at a closed- 
door White House meeting on March 23. 
And that’s the way the confidential 
transcript of the meeting reads. “ Time 
is of the essence,” the President pleaded 
after Atty. Gen. Edward Levi explained 
the bill. “ A high degree of unanimity is 
important.” 
Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 
praised Ford and Levi for their out­ 
standing leadership. “ This step will 
move us a long way toward the kind of 
protection the American people are en­ 


titled to,” said the senator. 
The same Kastenmeier, who has now 
changed his tune, joined the harmonious 
chorus at the March 23 meeting. 
The only Democrat who raised any 
questions about the bill, according to the 
minutes, was Sen. Jam es Abourezk, D- 
S.D. He objected to a waiver clause in 
the bill which would allow some wiretap­ 
ping to go ahead without the panel’s ap­ 
proval. 
“The disclaimer clause worries me,” 
said Abourezk. “ Some president may use 
it against his enemies.” 
But Atty. Gen. Levi insisted that the 
National Security Agency must be able 
to tap the telephones of sines overseas 
without clearing it with a judicial panel 
back home. He also argued that the 
Justice Dept, must have the power, in an 
emergency case, to tap for 24 hours 
without approval. 
The Democrats may leave the waiver 
clause in the bill. But the President will 
have trouble recognizing his legislation 
when Congress delivers it back (rn his 
desk.
